It is true that not all sections of the prairie provinces could be bene-; 
fitted by a project similar to the Lake Manitoba dam scheme, but other] 
projects and other methods are adapted to other districts, as appropriately I 
pointed out by Mr. McTavish when he said: 

"We have got to take advantage of every aid we can strip farming, 
binding grasses, legume crops and everything of. that sort that we can use I 
to aid in this work, and we have got to work everlastingly to impound in] 
the west every drop of moisture that falls from the heavens. We must 
impound it by means of dams, we must impound it by means of trees and j 
grass lands. We must bring up the water table in the subsoil. We must 
work to conserve moisture by breaking up the drying winds. 

“It is a job for the next ten or twenty years, but we should be at it 
with all the energy and all the brain power we can command. We have 
done a good deal towards destroying this western country. Now we have 
the job of reclaiming it.” 

A good deal has been said recently about governments being urged to 
adopt crop insurance schemes which may or may not be economically leas-- 
lble. Whether such insurance plans are put into effect or not. undoubtedly 
projects and practices which will effectively conserve moisture for the bene¬ 
fit of the crops will do more for agriculture and will probably be more re¬ 
munerative and less expensive in the long run, and hence, cheaper and bet¬ 
ter insurance against one of the major and periodic hazards.

Early History 

The following interesting notes were 
taken from records compiled by the 
late Mrs. Frank G. Graham: 

The Church of England mission 
hall, which was erected in the spring 
of 1905, was used for two months as 
a school room. Becoming too crowd¬ 
ed, the upper flat of the Bremner 
building was secured. Coleman school 
district was officially set apart in 
March 1905. During the summer a 
citizens’ committee put in a tempor¬ 
ary water system, surface pipes con¬ 
ducting water from a short distance 
up the creek, which runs through the 
town. This was replaced by a perma¬ 
nent system before the winter. About 
the middle of April, 1905, an electric 
light system was installed; also tele¬ 
phone system. 

In the fall a fine large school build¬ 
ing was erected, as the village had 
entirely outgrown its school accommo¬ 
dation. Messrs. A. Cameron, F. G. 
Graham and Rev. R. A. Robinson, C. 
of Ei minister, were the first school 
trustees. Miss Cameron succeeded 
Miss McIntyre. Again the school 
building was found inadequate, and 
another building was erected to ac¬ 
commodate the younger classes, with 
Mr. Manthome as principal; Miss 
McNab assistant and Mrs. Jobbett 
primary teacher.

It was during his term as chairman 
of the trustees that the contract was 
let for the new school building. On 
September 4,1936, a ratepayers’ meet¬ 
ing was held of which the following is 
a partial report: 

Mr. Reid pointed out the reasons of 
the trustees for submitting the pro¬ 
posal for ratepayers’ consideration. 
The cottage schools were in the first 
place intended as temporary schools, 
and added to the expense of opera¬ 
tion, if they were retained, there 
would have to be a considerable 
amount spent in repairs and mainten¬ 
ance. In addition the board is paying 
$300 annually in rent for a one class 
room. 

To meet the cost, approximately 
$20,000 of the board’s surplus would 
be used, with $4,000 loaned to the town 
council and $10,000 met by private 
loan. He did not anticipate an in¬ 
crease in taxes for two years, and 
even if it did become necessary, it 
would only be increased two mills, 
bringing the taxes to the same level 
as two years ago, when a reduction 
was made. 

Average revenue for the past three 
years has been $38,700; average ex¬ 
penditure for the same period $34,900, 
leaving an annual surplus of $3,800. 
This year (1936) at the end of August 
the board had to its credit $37,000, 
as a result of tax collections during 
I July and August. This would be re¬ 
duced by December 31 to $28,000 
through salaries and operating costs. 
Last Decem|ber (1935) the board 
had to its credit $29,000. 

The new school would effect a sav¬ 
ing of 50 per cent in heating costs, 
rental of the K. of P. hall and main¬ 
tenance and repairs to the small 
buildings now in use. Tenders will 
be called for its erection, and in this 
connection he favored the contract 
being given to local contractors, pro¬ 
vided prices were fair. He felt it- 
would increase civic pride if the new 
building was financed and erected by 
local capital and labor.

PEOPLE are wondering how long this comic opera farce of 
government at Edmonton is to continue. Mr. Aberhart 
has frankly acknowledged his inability to fulfil his promises, 
and then asks a mere supposedly 30,000 members of Social 
Credit groups to say if he shall continue in office, ignoring 
the opinions of the remaining 130,000 voters whom he was 
elected to serve. 

'I'OLERANCE there must be, and is, to give a government 
time to define its policies, but surely the past eighteen 
months demonstrates the inability of the Social Credit 
government to lead the people of Alberta out of the “wilder¬ 
ness” into which all previous provincial governments are 
stated by Mr. Aberhart to have led them.

The best arrangement for starting 
seed indoors is a hot-bed, though 
where only a few plants of each 
variety are required a shallow box 
in a sunny window will be sufficient. 
A hot-bed simpiy consists of an old 
window sash laid on a wooden frame¬ 
work about 18 inches high, which 
contains two inches of fine garden 
soil on a layer of fresh, slightly 
strawy, horse manure or some other 
heat-providing material. In an open' 
place and facing the South dig a pit 
of the same dimensions as the win¬ 
dow-frame and about a foot deep. 
Into this put the manure. (If frost 
prevents digging, simply pile on top 
of the ground). The layer of manure 
should be about 18 inches thick when 
well pressed down. It is held In place 
by the sides of the pit and the frame. 
On top Is placed two inches of light 
garden soil, preferably mixed with a 
little sand. The window Is fitted 
snugly into place on top and should 
be about nine Inches above the soil 
at the front and 15 inches at the 
back to allow rain to run off and also 
to catch the full rays of the sun. At 
the first the soil will heat rapidly, 
but in about three days It will have 
cooled to around 80 degrees which 
Is the proper temperature.
